© In the little town of Smyrna, Ga., yester- 
day, a Negro worker was accused of a double 
murder of two white persons. There were 
the usual reports of a “confession.” Subse- 
quently, a lynch mob went on a wild rampage 
against the Negro citizenry and burned down 
the local Negro school building. And as is the 
custom of the Southern lynch officials, the 
sheriff said all members of the mob were 
“unidentified.” 

This is the second outburst of lynch ter- 
ror against the Negro people in the South in 
a week. Only last Friday, Tommy Williams, 
19-year-old Negro boy, was savagely lynched 
in Ruston, Louisiana, 

Both of these are the outgrowth of that 
crushing exploitation of Southern workers 
and sharecroppers, pointed out so vividly in 
the report on economic conditions of the 
South—a document prepared by President 
Roosevelt’s National Emergency Council of 
22 outstanding Southern leaders. 

Such fascist terror is bred by the Walter 
Georges of Georgia, and other Tory Southern 
Democrats who are intent upon blocking that 
growing unity of the New Negro and white 
people against the political reaction and eco- 
nomic semi-slavery in the South. 

The Georges and Cotton Ed Smith are 
working in alliance with the Northern re- 
actionary Republicans, to knife New Deal de- 
mocracy in the South. Who can forget the 
open offer of the Republican committeeman, 
John D. M. Hamilton, last June when he told 
the Tory Democrats in the South: 

“Conservative Democrats see eye to eye 
with the Republitans on many questions.”

When a man calls a spade a 
spade, tries to explain the sequence 
of events under the sign of cause 
and effect—that is “a mechanical 
approach; but when a man stands 
up in the midst of the fiercest fight 
between two historic forces and 
begins to shout in a hysterical way, 
“I've had enough blood, I want 
peace, peace, peace,” he is revealed 
as a fine deep individual. 

All this comes to one's mind in 
connection with the “Three Cities,” 
a play adapted by Maurice Schwartz 
from a huge novel of the same title 
by Sholem Asch. The play had its 
premiere Monday a week ago. 

The scene that stands out most 
persistently in my mind out of the 
twenty-five that compose the play is 
that in which Zachary Mirkin 
(played by Jacob Ben-Ami), the son 
of. an arch millionaire raked 
builder and recently a leader of the 
October Revolution in Morcow, de- 
fender of the Great Theatere where 
one of ‘the fiercest battles of the 
Revolution was fought, throws up 
his hands and declares that he is a 
“coward.” 


Civil war is raging in the country; 
the forces of reaction—the capital- 
ists and landlords—have mobilized 
every dark element they could mus- 
ter in the great land; they have sur- 
rounded the Bolsheviks with a ring 
of iron and hunger; whenever the 
Whites gain supremacy, they or- 
ganize the most blood-curdling po- 
groms with death and destruction 
to innocent masses; the- Bolsheviks 
are straining their last ounce of 
energy to free the country of this 
pest; they are by force of circum- 
stances compelled to be harsh, to 
fight hard, to be merciless to their 
enemies, to destroy where necessary 
in the hope of being able to build a 
thousandfold,—and in the midst of 
this momentous historic battle there 
rises the former revolutionist and 
declares that he is sick of bloodshed, 
sick of strife and turmoil, that he 
is “for peace,” that he does not 


before, during and after the great 
October Revolution, is all made up 
of such scenes. It is, one may say, 
a Hollywood version of revolution— 
Hollywood at its worst. 

It says what you would expect 
every prejudiced petty bourgeois to 
say about the old regime and the 
revolution.
